This was the essence of the discourses of Guru Nanak, over five centuries ago. 
From forests and caves, He had brought Spiritualism back to the fold of married, 
conjugal and social life. Guru Nanak laid down the new path of Raja-Yoga involving 
dignity of labour, service and meditation along with the innermost worship of God 
and renunciation of worldly pleasures and material comforts. That is why, Guru 
Nanak became popular Guru of Hindus and Peer of Muslims. From Guru Anagad to 
Guru Teg Bahadur, all the Sikh Satgurus strived very hard to lead the mankind. They 
nad infused in the Sikhs the spirit of love and compassion, benevolence and service, 
werriorship and sacrifice through their regular preachings and practice. Satguru 
Gobind Singh Ji created the Khalsa, the purest of Sikhs, by way of grafting the then 
existing Sikh community. This way, the Tenth Master had provided a most unique 
shape and perfect form to the Sikhs. 

During the Sikh regime, the Sikhs had, under the influence of regal wealth, power 
and sovereignty, become irreligious, corrupt, lusty and luxurious. They soon lost their 
kingdom which they had acquired with great endeavour and after offering 
nnumerable sacrifices and laying down several invaluable lives. Resultantly, they 
became the docile subjects of the British Empire. 

In that autumn-like social scene and devastating climate over Sikhism, Satguru Ram 
Singh's arrival proved to be a boonful, revitalizing season of Spring. His Holiness 
revived the Sikh form, shape and appearance as well as morality and dignity which 
was prevalent in the life-time of Guru Gobind Singh. 
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Satguru Ram Singh inspired the Sikhs to live in accordance with the dictates of 
Gurbani. He taught them to be resolute with this fundamental formula of freedom: 
‘Neither frighten or scare somebody nor get frightened or be scared. His Holiness 
reminded the Sikhs of their glorious Past.

His successor Satguru Hari Singh, by virtue of 
his wisdom and perseverance, had kept the flame of freedom kindled under alongand 
crushingly stressful period (34 years) of atrocities, political and economic oppression 
as well as social severities imposed by the British. The British Rulers of India 
smothered the mostly peaceful and seldom volatile Namdhari Sikhs with extremely 
unspeakable and unbearable oppression and atrocities. Gurdwara Sri Bhaini Sahib was 
virtually converted into a prison-house and a permanent police-post was stationed in 
front of its entrance. The entire Namdhari community was mischievously labeled as 
‘criminal’, deprived of social liberties and politically victimized. 

Thereafter, the reigns of the Namdhari community came into the hands of Satguru 
Hari Singh's eldest son Satguru Partap Singh Ji who rejuvenated the Namdhari Panth 
once again. Satguru Partap Singh awakened and invigorated the Namdhari Community 
through meditation (Naam-Simran and Gurubani recitation), austerity, simplicity, 
cleanliness and piety. In order to diffuse the forces of the British policy of Divide & 
Rule, His Holiness bugled for the unity of Indian masses, arranged and conducted 
several conferences to unite Hindus and Sikhs, people of the Punjab State, as well as, 
Guru Nanak's followers from all the Sikh sects on one single platform. Satguru Partap 
Singh Ji had, openly and wholeheartedly, co-operated with all those people who were 
fighting for the freedom of the country. He guided, from time to time, these effortful 
national movements and lead them to achieve the final goal-- the liberation of his 
motherland, India.
